HOW TO FERTILIZE 

AVOCADO TREES— WHEN 

By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

S EVERAL NEWS readers have 
written asking when, how 
and with what avocado 
trees should be fertilized. Here 
is our answer: 

Apply barnyard manure in the 
summer or early fall, also a 
mulch of leaves or straw— or 
about two bags of manure per 
tree for trees five years old, 
young trees in proportion. 

Also apply a further applica¬ 
tion of nitrogenous fertilizer such 
as sulphate of ammonia using 
two to three pounds per tree. The 
manures do not release the ni¬ 
trogen fast enough for the needs 
of the tree . . . especially is this 
true in the spring of the year. 
It is suggested to apply the sul 
phate of ammonia in January, j 
March, June and October, using i 
about two to three pounds per j 
tree per application for trees five : 
years old or more. Younger trees 
require less of course. 

Other nitrogenous fertilizers ; 
are blood meal, nitrate of lime, ] 
nitrate of soda, fishmeal and cot j 
tonseed meal. 

As a tree can take up food j 
only in liquid form, it is neces- 
sary to see that the tree is ir 
rigated often enough to keep the 
sap flowing freely. Young tree? 
should be irrigated at least once 
a week, older trees two or three 
times a month. 


And little effort is re 
quired to grow a patch suffi- 
! cient for your table needs. Hera 
are a few helpful hints for suc¬ 
cessful growing of corn. It is 
very necessary to plant corn in 
several short rows so that the 
pollen from the tassel will fall ta 
the silks on the cob. Each silk 
must receive pollen to produce a 
kernel on the cob. Another sug¬ 
gestion is to pull the suckers a? 
they appear, leaving only the 
main stalk. For best results regu 
lar irrigation and subsequent cul¬ 
tivation must be practiced. If so 
desired, plantings of corn may be 
made at frequent intervals, in or 
der to have a succession of new 
corn coming on throughout the 
season.

dollar a year state revenue from 
the sale of wines and beer in 
California, the March assessments 
of the two cents per gallon -lev¬ 
erage tax amounted to $119,-

wine consumption despite the 
availability of hard liquor since 
the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. Californians prefer
